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SEED GRAIN. 


As many good reselutions are form- 
ed or the first of every year and as 
April will heraid the commencement 
of a new season to our Edmonton 
farmers we think it an appropriate 
time to draw their attention to the 
advisability of seriously considering 
the class of seed they intend sowing 
this year. 

As to oats, the farmers of the Ed- 
monton district are fortunate in hay- 
ing in their midst industries that will 
consume in preferenve the present 
varieties of milling oats thereby giving 
a better manufactured article which 
will command a better price and in 
the natural course of events will 
enable the manufacturer to pay 4 
better price to the farmer for such 
grain. We 
3rackman & Ker Milling Co. 
they i:ave paid during the past seaso 


2c per bushel more for milling 
varieties. 
Farmers know from experience 


€uring the last 15 or 20 years that 
we have one of the finest countries 
under the sun for raising oats and 
why not take every advantage of this 
fact and sow the seed best adapted 
for the purpose, thereby reaping the 
benefit. We understand the requisites 
for a good milling oat are as follows: 

Ist. A vatiety which is long and 
full bodied. 

2nd. Absolute freedom from wheat 
or Barley, especially the latter as the 
presence of this grain in oats we are 
informed utterly spoils them for mill- 
ing purposes. 

3rd. Grain to be well ripened and 
harvested. 

There have been two varieties of 
milling cats introduced into this dis- 


trict, beth of which are good, viz: 
The Banner and Swedish milling, but 
although large quantities of these 


have been marketed this year it has 
been an impossibility to class a large 
proportion of them as milling oats 
owing to the presence of a large per- 
centage of barley and wheat. 

We feel confident should our farm- 
ers start in this season with clean 
land and yood seed free from barley 
or wheat, they will be amply repaid 
by having a grain to market that will 
at all uimes command a better price 
than mixed varieties. 

As to wheat, the Winnipeg Com- 
mercial says this is the first season 
that grain from points along the Cal- 
gary and Edmonton railway has been 
a feature of our grain trade. A few 
odd cars have been handled by the 
Winnipeg buyers in recent previous 
years, but this season the available 
surplus of grain in Northern Alberta 
has been sufficient to attract some 
attenticn from the Winnipeg trade. 
As a result a number of elevators 
have been established by Winnipeg 
firms at points along the Calgary and 
Edmont:n railway in Northern Al- 
berta. Oats have been grown toa 
considerable extent in the Edmonton 
district, and as in previous years the 
surplus is being shipped mainly to 
British Columbia points. The Crow’s 
Nest railway construction has also 
taken quite a quantity, and by reason 
of this demand good prices have been 
realized. At South Edmonton an 
oatmeal mill has been established and 
this has been an important factor in 
the situation. 


The grain from Northern Alberta 
which has come eastward has been 
practically all wheat, and of this it is 
our intention to speak. The wheat 
shows that the farmers of Northern 
Alberta have some experience to gain 
in raising this cereal to the best ad- 
vantage. In the first place, nearly 
al! the wheat from that section of the 
country is affected with smut. A 
Winnipeg dealer who recently receiv- 
ed six or eight samples, found every 
one of them was effected with smut. 
Another party here, who is particular- 
ly well qualfiied to speak, as nearly 
all of this wheat has passed through 
his hands, says that three-quarters to 
nine-tenths of the wheat from North- 
ern Alberta is affected with smut. 
This shows a very bad record, and it 
further means a heavy loss to the 
farmers, as smutted wheat will not 
bring anywhere near the price of 
sound grain. 

This smut is not the fault of the 
country. It is owing to lack of 
knowledge and experience on the part 
of the farmers. Manitoba farmers 
had to learn the same lesson by dear 
experience. It took a great deal of 
persuasion as well as dearly-bought 
experience to induce Manitoba farm- 
ers to treat their feed grain to prevent 
smut. The loss from smut on some 
crops was enormous. Now that the 
farmers bave been finally taught to 
bluestone their seed smut has largely 
disappeared. : 

The disease is a preventable one. 
This has been clearly proved in Mani- 
toba, over and over again, in spite of 
the opposition and belief of a few 
farmers An effort should be made 
to distribute information regarding 
treatment for smut among the farmers 
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of Norther Alberta at once. If tiey 
intend to continue to grow wheat for 
shipment, they must get rid of the 
smut. It will not pay them to grow 
smutty wheat. Where the wheat is 
used only for local purposes, the mat- 
ter is not of as great importance, but 
when the grain is put through ele- 
yvators for shipment, the smut balls 
get broken and the wheat becomes 
tagged, or dusted over with the foui- 
smelling smut. Even after smutted 
grain is put through an expeneive 
cleaning process, it is not worth as 
much as sound wheat. 

Besides the prevalence of smut, the 
most of the wheat sent from Northern 
Alberta shows that new seed is re- 
quired in that district. Most of the 
wheat is a mongrel soft variety, re- 
sembling the wheat grown by the old 
Red River settlers. On this account 
it will not compare in value with 
Manitoba wheat. Out of eight 
samples received recently by a Winni- 
peg dealer, one was a fine red fyfe, 
but smutty; one was a pure Ladoga 
wheat, good of the kind, save for the 
presence of smut, but a very poor 
kind; another was a mixed Ladoga, 
and the rest were mixed with soft 
wheats. Ladoga wheat is no good, 
as millers do not want it, and it 
The old scft 
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special low freight rates, and those 
interested in the district should make 
an effort to have new seed introduced 


at once.

MILLING OATS. 


Plaindealer: The South Edmon- 
ton agricultural society have import- 
ed through the Brackman & Ker 
Milling Co. a car of the famous 
Swedish milling oats which are sup- 
posed to be the the finest for milling 
purposes in the market. The seed 
cost landed here 75 cents per bushei, 
and the society are not making any 
profit on them, but there is no doubt 
if the seed is well distributed amongst 
the farmers it will be a paying invest- 
ment for them in the end, and be the 
means of getting # good class of oats 
in the district. It is to be hoped 
that farmers: sowing them will put 
on clean land and not get them mixed. 
Messrs. Brackman & Ker have gen- 
ercusly donated enough of the seed tc 
put in the whole of the agricultural 
society's grounds this season.

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RAILWAY PROJECTS BEFORE 


PARLIAMENT. 


Regina Leader: Most notable evi- 
dence that the development of the 
western portions of the Dominion has 
been greatly stimulated “by the gold 
Ajscoveries and the improved condition 
of the agricu!turists on the plains is to 
be found in a kiief review of the rail- 
way projects now before parliament or 
in process of construction. Not since 
the completion of the main line of the 
Cc. P. R. have so many great railway 
enterprises been before the public. 
The C. P. R. is pushing through the 
Crow’s Nest Pass into southern British 
Columbia to tap the rich fields of the 
Kootenay and ultimately to reach the 
coast. The Crow's Nest extension 
authorized last year was about 330 
wiles long, and the company announees 
that 100 miles more wili be built this 
year to meet the boundary ceuntry. 
From the Columbia river to Penticton 
as the Crow filez is something over 100 
miles, and from Penticton to Hope, 
where the existing transcontinental 
line would be reached, is about 100 
more. Allowing for the necessary 
deflections in a mountainous country, 
the new C. P. R. line from Lethbridge 
to Hope will be at least 600 miles long 
and will add almost a tenth, perhaps 
mor¢, Including subsidary lines to the 
mileage of the Canadian Pacific. It 
will tap a mineral country that has 
already an established reputation as one 
f the richest gold and silver bearing 
territories in the world, and will give 
the C. P. R. an enermous and _profit- 
able traffic in the hauling of coal and 
ore to the smelters and supplies to the 
miners, 


The Ontario & Rainy river railway 
is projected to run froma point on the 
Port Arthur, Duluth & Western (a 
short line running out of Port Arthur) 
through the gold fields of the Lake of 
the Woods region to a point on the 
boundary of Manitoba. It will be met 
there by the Manitoba & Southeastern 
railway, which, if built, will earn a Do- 
minion land grant. These two lines 
will give a new grain route from 
Manitoba to Lake Superior. 


The time for eummencing the Ontario 
& Rainy river railway was extended on 
the 9th inst. by the railway committee 
of the House of Commons. It is prob 
able that the actual work of construction | 
will be commenced this year on that | 
part of the railway from Winnineg to 
the Lakeof the Woods. Here, there- 
fore, we have a railway system in 
embryo involving the construction of 
350 miles of road between Lake 
Superior and Winnipeg, and the 


establishment of lake connections with | 


ports on Lake Erie aud Huron. 


The third great series of railway pro- 
jects is that looking towards communi- 
cation with the Yukon. The bill that 
has occupied the attention of the House 
of Commons for the last month is the 
first link, and if the gold fields prove 
as rich as they are said to be, this 150 
mile link will be extended both south 
and north, and become a railway of 
about 600 miles ia length, extending 
from Fort Simpson on the seabeard of 
ritish Columbia to the heart of the 
Yukon. The route frum Edmonton 
into the Peace river country is another 
line that will probably be taken up 
almost immediately, and iiere, too, a 
railway of several hundred miles in 
length will be built. Colonel Domville 
says that as a matter of fact English 
capitalists are even now financing the 
first section of this railway. 


Apart from the completion of the 
Drummond railway and the extension 
thereby cf the Intercolonial to Mon- 
treal, the most important railway pro- 
jects in Ontario and Quebee are those 
looking to the construction of lines to 
James Bay. Toronto, Quebec and 
Ottawa are all trying to secure the first 
line to the ocean of the north. In any 
case about 350 miles of railway will 
have to be built te reach it by what- 
ever route may be selected. Summing 
up the railway situation, we have the 
following lines either partially com- 
pleted or likely to be commenced at an 
early date:—Crow’s Ness line of the 
iP. R., Lethbridge to Hope, about 
0 miles; Mackenzie line between 
ke Superior and Winnipeg, 350 
jles ; Yukon railway, already arrang- 
for, 150 miles; balance contingent 
n satisfactory development of the 


gid fields. 450 miles ; James Bay rail- 
way, 350 miles; Edmonton & Peace 


tiver, at ieast 300 miles. Thess pro- 
jects total up to 2,200 miles, or over an 
eight of the mileage of the existing 
railways of Canada.

THE BILL AMENDED. 


Free Press : The Yukon Canadian rail- 
way bill was put through the committce 
stage in le:s than one hour, the opposi- 
tion evidently desiring to get it over to 
the senate at once, where it is believed 
to have very fair prospects of passing. 
Hon. A. G. Blair announced some 
change in order to meet objections to 
the contract. The contractors had con- 
sented to waive the right to select ad- 
ditional blocks lying at either ends, of 
their odd numbered sections. That 
clause was, therefore, struck out of the 
contract. Another change provided is 
that the government should reserve 
one-fifth of the land grant as security 
for the operation and maiutenance of 
the railway after itis built. Another 
amendment provided that no members 
of the house of commons shall be 
admitted to any benefits from the con- 
tracts. A new clause declares that at 
all times a majority of the directors of 
the company shall be British subjects. 
The bill incorporates Wm. Mackenzie, 
Donald I). Mann and Roderick J. Mac- 
kenzie and such other persons as may 
become shareholders, with a capital of 
$10,000,000. The bill stands for the 
third reading to-morrcw. 


BOARD OF TRADE MEETING, 


The annual general meeting of the 
board of trade, to elect officers for the 
ensuing year and transact other busi- 
ness in connection with the board, was 
held in the council chamber on Thurs- 
day evening last. On account of a 
number of new members having lately 
joined, who had not received notice of 
the meeting, it was decided to postpone 
the work of election of officers for one 
week in crder to give the new mem- 
bers a chance to be present. Another 
meeting will, therefore, be held on 
Saturday next, the 2nd of April, when 
the new officers will be elected and in- 
stalled and the president’s address and 
the annual report of the council will 
be received.
